TEL AVIV. — The 1978 local elec- 
tions stand a very good chance of 
entering history as “the forgotten. 
elections. 

Uninspired, .lacklustre cam- 
paigning has thus far fatied to im- 
press an indifferent electorate. 
Politicians on the municipai level ac- 
cuse their party leaders of lack of in-. 
terest. Above ali, the country's 
legislators have for many months so 
deftly managed to avoid pressing 
issues that urgent, last moment, 
Knesset action ts now a must if the 
elections are to be held on the 
desfgnated date at all 

This year’s local elections are un-. 
ique In being the first to be held 
separately from the national elec- 
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tions, and In being the first in which 
mayors will be chosen on a personal 
level. 

To date, only one month before 
election day, questions pertaining 
both to the authority of the directly- 
elected mayor, and to legal 
technicalities involved in 
separate elections, are yet to be 
resolved. 

Tt is still not clear whether election 
day, November 7, will be a legal holiday 
or whether employees will only get 
half a day off from their jobs. 

As long as no decision ig made, 
there is no certainty as to where poli- 
ing stations will be located. 

Apart from such practical -con- 
siderations, the question of an elec- 
tion day holiday also has political

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IDF gunboats hit PLO, 
Syrians in West Beirut

laracH missile boats last night 

bombarded strategic Syrian and 
PLO targets on the western side 
of Beirut. 

The Israeli intervention came 
atter almost a week of es- 
ealating action by the Syrians 
against Christian strongholds in 
the Lebanese capital ~— and 
mounting Christian casualties. 

- The attack was confirmed by 
the Army spokesman in a terse 
communique fssued after mid- 
night. 

The communique said “Israel 
navy vessels, at approximately 8 
last night, shelled a Fatah 
coastal base in the southwestern 
sector of Beirut." 

“The base is located aorth of 
Beirut airport, adjacent to the 
San Simon quarter,” the com- 
munique said. 

The spokesman reported that 
there had been no Israeli 
casualties. 

The Israel! move, which 
signifies a major policy change 
— Isracl not having until now ac- 
tively intervened on behaif of the 
Christians against the Syrians — 
came at around 585 p.m. Until 


now, according to foreign 
reports, Israel has restricted its 
intervention to supplying arms 
and keeping supply lines to the 
Christians open at the port of 
Junia. ‘ 

While last night’s action was not 
totally unexpected, It had not been 
predicted by observers who had been 
told by top government officials dur- 
ing the day that Israel would confine 
its activity to wide dipiomatic con- 
tacts and pressuring the Syriana into 
agreeing to a cease-fire. 

Last night's bombardment, while 
not particularly heavy. served a dual 
purpose: to relieve some of the 
pressure on the Christlans by 
neutralizing Syrian and PLO sources 
of fire; and also to serve as ἃ wer- 
ning to the Syriana that Israel in- 
tends to keep its commitment for the 
wellbeing of the Christian communi- 
ty and a democratic Lebanon. 
notwithstanding the delicate post- 
Camp David atmosphere in the Mid- 
die East. 

According to reports trom Beirut 
last night, the Syrians during the day 
cut off the only supply line from the 
Port of Junia to the Christian enclave 
in Beirut, and it was this action 
which presumably sparked off the 
israel action.

Syrians continue attacks 


BEIRUT. — Syrian forces raked 
Belrut’s Christian districts for the 
fourth straight day yesterday with a 
hail of artillery and mortar shel's, 
and the Christian radio warmed 
residents that no end to the fighting 
appeared in sight. 

“The situation is rapidly becoming 
unbearable,” said Pierre Gemayel, 
leader of the rightist Phalange Par- 
ty. 
The heavy fighting made it dif- 
ficult to verify casuaity figures. The 
Syrians released no numbers. but 
the Christian Voice of Lebanon radio 
said four Syrian army trucks ‘*full of 
bodies of Syrian soidiers killed in the 
fighting’ were seen driving away 
from Beirut. 

Phalangist radio τοῦ Christian 
civilians holed up in their makeshift 
basement shelters that the Syrians 
were being heavily reinforced. 


More than 1,000 Lebanese have 
heen killed in the past eight months 
of Christian-Syrian battles, accor- 
ding to official tallies. 

Rightists said 60 Christians were 
killed and 120 wounded in yester- 
day's bombardment of the Christian 
sector and plush mountain resorts 
nearby on the coast. But spokesmen 
gave no breakdown of militia and 
civillans. 

The Christian radio station said 
more than 700 persons had been kill- 
ed in the overnight shelling, but that 
report appeared exaggerated since 
previous intensive shelling has 
seldam claimed more than 100 lives 
a day. The radio report could not be 
independently confirmed.

Police detonate terrorist . 
bomb in southern Jerusalem

Police sappers safely detonated a 
terrorist bomb early yesterday mor- 
ning which had been planted at the 
soldiers’ hitching station on Derech 
Hebron on the outskirts of 
Jerunalem.

The two flats described in yester- 
day’s advertisement contain one- 
room with a kitchen and two 
storerooms, totalling 43-square- 
metres in Baka, and a two-room, 21- 
aquare-metre apartment in the Ger- 
man Colony, The flats are offered for 
sale by closed bid with a minimum 
price of 11L108,000 and 1L180,000 
respectively. 


London killing of 
El Al stewardess 


LONDON (Reuter), — A young Arab 
accused of murdering an Israel! alr-

— Police 
said yesterday the woman who burn- 
ed herself to death on a Thames-side 
tow-path within sight of Windsor 
Ceatle on Wednesday was Pamele 
Cooper, 64, a director of the ex- 
clusive Picadilly grocery store Fort- 
num and Masons. 

Cooper poured rubbing alcoho} 
over herself then set herself alight. 

“Ber body was too charred to be 
identified but we have her passport, 
which wes beside her body, and (a 
suicide) note. We don't know why 
she chose this bizarre method, but 
we know she was very unhappy," 4 
police spokesman said.

Man arrested for 


scout house arson

Police have detained a Jerusalem 
resident in connection with the fire 
at a scout house near Rehov Hillel 
late on Wednesday evening. He will 
be brought before 8 local magistrate 
this morning.

Several Hremen and policemen 
were severely stung by waspa when 
the roof gave in and revealed a nest 
in the rafters. The wasps, maddened 
by the flames and water, attacked 
the firemen who were fighting the 
blaze trom ladders and could not 
avoid the insects. 

Police detained severa) suspects in 
the area, and one of them apparently 
admitted starting the fire. The 
reason for the araon is not yet clear.

The FBI describ- 
ed Mendenhall as a married in- 
surance company employee and 
Schmidt as an unmarried carpet 
cleaner.

Roy. B. Klager, special agent in

After the killing of the sub's crew 
of about 100, the men allegedly 
planned to blow up a submarine 
tender moored slongside the 
Trepang to create a diversion and to 
block pursuit by other naval ships at 
the New London base. If needed to 
cover the sub's getaway, the plan 
called for firing a nuclear missile at 
the base or a major East Coast city, 
Kiager said. 

A U.S. navy spokesman, Rear Ad- 
miral David Cooney, said in 
Washington that such a plot could 
not have been carried out. ‘‘No 12 
people off the street are ever going to 
operate a submarine lke this," 
Cooney said.

its welfare carousel

TWO YEARS AGO the Swedes took a 
step of extreme daring: they chang- 
ed their government. After 44 con- 
secutive years of socialist govern- 
ment which had created the world’s 
most all-embracing welfare state, 


* they voted in a conservative govern- 


ment. Then, appalled by their own 
boldness, they waited anxiously for 
the heavens to fall. 

It would be going too far to say that 
the Swedes were fed up to the back 
teeth with decades of Social 
Democratic rule — the socialists stil? 
got almost half the votes — or that 
they really wanted to dismantle their 
eradle-to-grave socia] welfare 
system. They were, however, deeply 
hostile to the immense taxes and the 
huge bureaucracy that support their 
welfare state. 

So how goes the Swedish counter- 
revolution? It is now two-thirds of 
the way to the next election, and it 
has become increasingly clear that 
political ideology is almost entirely 
irrelevant to the huge juggernaut of 
the mature welfare state. 


The Centre Party, the Liberais and 
the Conservatives who formed the 
new coalition government in 
September 1976 never suggested that 
they would actually dismantle the 
structure of the welfare system. 
They promised decentralization, 
cuts in the huge bureaucracy, and an 
end to the ental attempts to 
do everything for everybody. The 
biggest coalition member, the Cen- 
tre Party, also promised to build no 
more nuclear power stations in 
Sweden, and to close the five in ex- 
istence. 

Then they formed their govern- 
ment, with Centre Party leader 
Thorbjorn Falldin as prime 
minister, and ran head on into reali- 
ty. Sweden’s five nuclear reactors 
are still producing power, and a new 


. one even went into operation last 


year. The central and local govern- 
ment bureaucracies went on grow- 
ing, and in 1977 reached the 
astonishing figure of 1.4 million 
employees out of a total of 3.8 million 
Swedes at work. 


Various retraining and make-work 
schemes held the official unemploy- 
ment rate down to 2.2 per cent. 
though the true figure of unemployed 
— those for whom no productive 
work is available — is estimated at 
around 6 per cent. The huge cost of 
this and similar government 
measures to shelter Swedes from the 
harsh realities of the world economic 
yeeession are being met by the 
elassic recourses of socialist 
governments: immense deficits and 
astronomical! taxes. 

The Swedish government's budget 
for this year calls for a deficit of 
about $7b.: that is. it is spending 
almost $1,000 of money It hag not got 
for every Swedish man, woman and 
child. This is despite a rate of taxa- 
tion: which has actually increased 
since the new government came into 
office. 


THE ‘TAX-EQUINOX’ last year was 
4 August: up until that date, in 
effect, everything earned by in- 
dividuals and corporations went to 
the state. 

To be fair, the new Swedish 
government walked straight into the 
worst economic crisis the country 
has suffered since the 1930s. Within a 
year of their taking office. the bot- 
tom fell out of the huge ship-building 
industry, while other key export- 
oriented industries like timber, 
paper and iron ore lost huge shares 
of their overseas markets. It was all 
they could do to keep the economy 
afloat at all. 

Nor was it really the fault of 
Falldin's coalition government. The 
foundations of the economic debacle 
had been laid by the last socialist 
government, which pursued a hare- 
brained policy of headlong economic 
expansion In 1974-76 (in the depths of 
the post-1973 recession) in the hope 
of buying enough votes to win the 
3976 election. 

Swedish firms went on producing 
goods flat out even though there 
were no buyers, stockpiling them for 
a 1976 boom that never came. 
Unemployment stayed almost non- 
existent, while average wages 
soared 65 per cent in 30 months (they 
are now about $7 an hour). The 
socialists sowed the wind, and in 1977 
the new government reaped the 
whirlwind. 

Sweden has priced itself out of the 
world market, and the crisis of the 
world's highest-cost industrial 
economy is very real. Prof. Gunnar 
Myrdal, one of the architect's of 
Sweden's economic system, has told 
his countrymen: ““We are at the end 
of a very long development. We live 
in a dangerous time, and It's very 
possible that everything will go to 
hell.’* 


THE MOST instructive aspect of 
Sweden's experience over the past 
two years, however, is that a non- 
socialist government has made no 
detectable difference. The centre- 
right coalition has shown exactly the 
same reflex — protecting employ- 
ment at all costs, even declaring that 
companies have ἃ social obligation 
to find or create new jobs in the same 
vicinity for laid-off workers — as 
would have been expected from the 
socialists. 

The only difference between now 
and the socialist era before 1976 is 
that the government Is no longer 
refiexively anti-American, and that 
the Swedes have stopped lecturing 
the world on how to be rich and 
moral at the same time. It is a strik- 
ing confirmation of what the cynics, 
have believed all along: *“Throwing 
the rascals out" changes nothing. 

Politicians of the left and the right 
may chase votes with slogans drawn 
fram their respective political 
theologies, but governments fn a 
modern industrialized democracy 
have almost no margin for 
manocuvre at all.

KING HEROD spared no expense 
when he built his winter palace and 
pool in Jericho 2,000 years ago and 
American archaeology buffs have 
now displayed royal largesse as well 
in providing the funds to restore it. 

The pool is one of the first restora- 
tion projects undertaken as the 
result of a fund for the preservation 
of archaeological] siteg in the Holy 
Land established by the Biblical 
Archaeological Review (BAR) — a 
feisty journal published in 
Washington. Some $15,000 has been 
contributed so far by its readers, 
most of whom are Christian, and 
matching funds are being sought 
from major donors by BAR’s 
publisher, Hershel Shanks. 

On his recent viait to Israel, 
Shanks said that $5,000 had been in- 
vested in BAR‘s first project in 
Jericho, where archeologists have 
uncovered a lavish palace built by 
the Hasmoneans and an even more

lavish one built by Herod. 

The Herodian swimming pool, 
measuring a royal 32x18 metres, has 
had its crumbling sides shored up 
and refaced with the origina} stones 
that had fallen off. The restoration 
work was supervised by Ehud 
Netzer, an archaeologist and 
architect who ori uncovered 
the pool, In so doing, Netzer was also 
restoring the scene of a murder, It 
was in this pool that Aristobolus ΤΠ, 
the high priest of the Hasmonean 
dynasty, was drowned at Herod's 
orders. 

Also restored was the distinctive 
opus reticulatum stone facing the 
trigidarium, the cold room in 
Herod's elaborate Roman baths at 
Jericho.

TEE HAGUE. — Despite an out- 
break of pollo in which about 100 
cases have been reported and a baby 
hes died, members of a Protestant 
sect in Holland are sttll refusing to 
allow vaccination of their young peo- 
ple against that or any other disease. 

‘The members of the sect, a part of 
the Reformed Community, say that 
vaccination is againat God's will. 
There are more than 7,000 members 
of the Reformed Community in 
Hollaad, but those who refuse vac- 
cination are a splinter sect much 
‘smaller in number. . - 

However, it is the third ‘outhreak of 


“ polio — a virus infection of the 


xerves which leaves the victims 


_ paraiysed and can kill — in Holland 


in the past 25, years because of 
refusal to be vaccinated. 

The latest outbreak began last 
April in a amall village near the town 
of Elspeet in the central province of 
‘Gelderland, where the members of 
the Reformed Community are con- 
centrated, and has now spread #outh 
through the province to cover an 
area including the towns of Arnhem 
and Apeldoorn. ᾿ 

.The Dutch heaith authorities are 
clearly worried by the return ta the 
country of a dangerous disease 
which, thanks to mass vaccination, 
had been largely eliminated. There 
‘were 2,200 cases in 1956 before the 
mass-lunoculation programme 
began, three In 1965, four in 1970, two 
in 1974 and none at all last year. 

They cannot, however, force the 
members of the sect to abandon their 
religious beliefs and their attempts 
to vaccinate members of the sect, 
particularly young people under the 
age of 26, must rely on persuasion. 
Apart from that, the heaith 
authorities, through Dutch em- 
bassies overseas, are advising all

visitors under 26 to have polio vac- 
cinations before visiting the country. 

Inside Holiand, the mazs- 
vaccination programme has been 
applied to the vast majority of the 
country's young people since its in- 
ception in 1957, when casea were 
Slashed from more than 2,000 to a 
mere 164 in the space of 12 months. 
The rate has Sentioued to tumble, 
apart from the two previous out- 
breaks in Protestant communities in 
Gelderland. 


THESE- in 1966 and 
-4971, and on both occasions the 
authorities were not able to persuade 
all sect members to accept vaccina- 
tion. However, on both occasions the 
outbreaks died down naturally. 
Dutch Health Ministry ‘tors 
who researched the earlier out- 
breaks and are at present working 
on the latest one believe that a 
natural immunity against the dis- 
ease was built up by those who sur- 
vived. . 

However, the ν᾽ ΟΕ, in the latest 
outbreak include young people who 
will be crippled for life because of 
polio, and one young child who died 
in the province of Zeeland in the 
south-west of the country. The view 
of members of the sect that the ΠΡ 
ness is an example of Divine wrath 
is, apparently, accepted by the older 
children affected. 

The members of the sect live in 
close-knit village communities — 
one factor which has helped to con- 
fine the outhreak to sect members. 

Nevertheless, serious concern has 
been voiced in Holland, with much 
debate in newspaper columns and 
elsewhere, about the relative merits 
of compulsory and voluntary vac- 
cination and the dilemma of balan- 
cing the beliefs of a minority with the 
general good of the majority.

THE AMERICAN attitude is no less ἢ 


cynical. Washington never recogniz- 
ed Jersusalem (even Western 
Jerusziem before 1867) δὲ the 
capital of Israel, on the grounds that 
the original partition resolution of 
the UN Genera) Assembly in 1947 
provided for [15 internatlonalization 
(x provision frustrated, like the par- 
ution scheme as a whole by the Arab 
agression). Now, suddenly, not only 
Bas the Jordanian rape in 1948 of 
Jerusalem — as indeed of all Judea 
and Samaria — been implicitly 
legitimized, but the eastern section 
of the city is being released from ita 
Internationa! bonds to be baptized as 
“occupied Arah territory.’ To round 
out the travesty, Mr. Carter's policy 
on Jerusalem has patently flouted 


“KU PU KO — ku tsai, ku tsat!” — 
“A square-shaped goblet that is not 
square-shaped -- what a strange 
goblet, what # strange goblet!“” 

This was Confucius's observation 
On the fact that the people of sixth- 
century BCE China continued to call 
all goblets ku, which means ‘‘square- 
shaped goblet,’" even though goblets 
were then made round. 

Confucius thus pithily summed up 
the remedy he proposed for the 
soctal and political chaos of his time. 
He felt that the trouble was that 
words had ceased to represent the 
realities they purported to describe. 
Symbols no longer corresponded to 
the things they were supposed to 
symbolize. Parents and children, lea- 
ders and subordinates, rulera and sub- 
Jeets no longer behaved as expected, 
and no longer treated each other with 
due regard. 

The first step that the Chinese sage 
proposed for the restoration of order 
was the policy of cheng ming, ‘‘to set 
names straight.” For ‘if names are 
not correct, language is not in accor- 
dance with the truth of things. If 

is not in accordance with 
the truth of things, affairs cannot be 
carried out with success." 

‘The leading exponent of the Con- 
fucianisam three centuries later, 
Hsun Tzu, still trying, put it thus: 
“‘When terms are carelessly 
Preserved, strange nomenclature 
arises, terms and realities are con- 
fused, and what [5 right and wrong 18

From Washington's vantage point, 
It will not be an easy task.

None of 
Mr. Begin'’s legal-semantic 
acrobatics, none of the weeping and 
protesting of Gush Emunim, the 
Land of Israel Movement, the 
“Herut Loyalists,” the settlers of the 
Yamit Region, Ophira, Neviot, the 
Golan Heights, Judea and Samaria 
wil prevent the remova) of all 
Jewish living presence from those 
areas, or prevent the residents of 
Neve Ya'acov, Ramat Eshkol, 
Ramot, Gilo, East Talpiot and the 
Jewish Quarter from becoming ‘‘an 
obstacle to peace,"" tomorrow, three 
years hence, five years hence. 


This does not mean that we must 
immediately pack up and shrink 
back into the Green Line."’ It does 
mean that those people, the govern- 
ment and the nation as a whole must 
immediately start planning for that 
eventuality. And we must do so with 
the love and understanding that Mr. 
Begin is in the habit of preaching, 
and with more wisdom than any of 
our governments has displayed in 
the last 11 years, 

If we don't do so — if Mr. Begin in- 
sists on continuing to delude us with 
pretty words and we continue to 
wallow in pretty dreams — our socie- 
ty is in for worse shocks than it has 
yet experienced. 


FOR THOSE -.who see messages 
from God in events, especially those 
who have in recent years seen 
messages concerning the Messianic 
process, there is one here, too. It is 
that the Jewish people has failed — 
in the religious, moral-ethical and 
netional spheres — to use the oppor- 
tunities presented ‘to it by the’ es- 
tablishment of the State and. es- 
pecially by the Six Day War; that we 
ignored the warning of the Yom Kip- 
pur War; that we are being given 
another chance, in wieldy dimen- 
sions; and that a miracle is a 
miracle only when.those to whom it 
happens know how to use it 
courageously and wisely.

The prices of consumer goods 
remained atable in April-June, after 
a five per cent increase in the first 
quarter of the year. The prices of im~- 
ported production inputs were also 
stable in the second quarter of the 
year, having gone up less than two 
per cent by comparison with the first 
quarter. 

In quantitative terms, imports of 
raw materials and semi- 
manufactures in the first half of the 
year were 13 per cent higher than in 


the corresponding period of 1977. 


The price of investment goods, 
however, although nearly stable in 
the second quarter, had risen by 
eight per cent in the first three 
months of the year, and this followed 
a five per cent price increase in the 
last quarter of 1977. 

The result is that in the first 
quarter of the year the price level of 
imported capital goods was 14 per 
cent higher than in 1977, and 28 per 
cent above the 1976 level. 


The sharpest prices increases 
were recorded for rough diamonds. 
In the first three months, prices 
were up 35 per cent, and another 
price increase of 19 per cent was 
recorded in the second quarter. The 
price level in the second quarter was 
63 per cent higher than the average 
for 1977, and more than twice as high 
as in 1976. 


The volume of sales, in current 
values, rose by 11 per cent in the se- 
cond quarter compared with. the 
first, in which sales had 
gone up by 19 per cent. The prices of 
industrial products destined for the 
domestic market rose by 11 
per cent, respectively, in the first 
two quarters of 1978. 

Industrial employment,in the se- 
cond quarter remained unchanged, 
In the first three months employ- 
ment had increaged by 0.5 per cent, 
compared with the last quarter of 
1977. For the whole pertod of 
Janyary-June employment was only 
one per cent higher than in 1977. 

Wages in industry were 16 per cent

steer Israel to new economic goals

NEW YORK. — A number of Israeli 
economic officials appear to have 
eonecluded some time ago that peace 
in the Middle East was inevitable 
and that as one consequence of it 
American Jews could usefully help 
steer Israel in new economic direc- 

tions. 

Their confidence about the way the 
region is headed seema to be based 
on a reading of Arab trends, that are 
reflected in the dull business pages 
at the back of the daily paper more 
than In the dramatic headlines at the 
front. 5 

That is the impression conveyed 
by Micha Avni-Melech, Israel's 
economic consul] in New York, who 
detects beneath the sound and fury 
reflected in media reporta a steady 
"pragmatisation” of the Arab world. 

Even extremist Iraq, in his view, 
has maintained a relatively low 
profile after finding itself the 
possessor of of] reserves estimated 
as equal to those of Saudi Arabia and 
Mexico. 

“Α future ag one of the world’s top 
three oil powers can have a sobering 
effect," says Avni-Melech. 

Not even the confusing signals that 
continue to emanate from the 
political arena deter those who have 
started planning for an era of open 
borders, that to many still appears a 
Messianic dream. 

One scenario favoured by the 
planners cashes in on ¢: akills 
to envisage Israe] as a mediator 
between suppliers and users of 
Western technology. 

That is how Avni-Melech and his 
colleagues see it. And to that end, 


they hope Israel's friends in the U.S. 
will help point out her advantages as 
a regional base for commerce, ex- 
port and equipment maintenance. 
It makes more sense in this view to 
service a computer in Saud! Arabla 
with technicians from nearby Israel, 
than to transport a whole team from 
the U.S. and house them in Riyadh. 
The very fact that some Israeli of- 


" fietats are talking this way is in 


sharp contrast to the fixed image of 
a beleaguered, economically over- 
burdened Israel, in need of vast 
amounts of UJA and other 
assistance. 

No one foresees a speedy end to the 
need for such aid. The politicel 
battles over Jerusalem, the West 
Bank and Golan still lie ahead in a 
region that does not always excel in 
rational behaviour. 

But if the economic pundits are 
right and a new Middle Hast cycle 
has been set in motion, differences 
will manifest themselves in the way 
Diaspora Jewry organizes in Israel's 
behalf. 

To stress Israel's changing 
economic horizon implies diminish- 
ed emphasis on security, long the 
dramatic focus of American Jewish 
fund-raiaing efforts. ‘ 

The United Jewish Appeal, whose 
philanthropic character makes it 
tax-exempt, will now be better able 
to turn Its attention to the human 
needs of an Israeli society seeking to 
achieve economic health. 

A pointer to the role American 


. Jews can play in this context came in 


a tour of Israe] some time ago by 
American chemical industry ex- 
ecutives under the auspices of Israel 
Bonds. 


The chairman of Borden's, a 
chemical and food conglomerate, 
returned from that trip enthused by 
what he saw. Ag a result, Augustine 
Marusl agreed to assume the chair- 
manship of the U,S.-Israel Business 
Council, a body created under the 
Nixon Administration in 1975 to 
promote a climate of investment in 
Israel. 

In providing this kind of ink with 
the broader American business com- 
munity, it is hoped Israel's friends 
wil! help her develop her natural 
bent aa a ‘‘white coat’ economy. ς 

This refers not only to the con- 
tribution that can be made by 
Israel's doctors but to the skills of 
her research scientists and elec- 
tronic technicians. 

It is anticipated that national 
peace goale will be spelled out in 
more detail in an address by Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich in San Fran- 
elgeo next month. - 

The forum he has chosen is, 
significantly, the primary fund- 
raising body in American Jewish life 
— the Council of Jewish Federations. 

Like Israelis, American Jews are 
having difficulty juggling two 
realities aft once. Familiar 
manifestations of Arab hostilly 
have not gone away. as the 
amorphous promise of Camp David 
beckons. The community here will 
undoubtedly listen attentively to the 
perspective offered by Mr. Ehrlich. 

So will many businessmen. Israeli 
officials say Camp David was follow: 
ed by increased interest about con- 
ditions of doing business in Israe!. 
Real estate spectalists, perhaps sen- 
sing prosperity, are among them. So 
area technology-based industries. 


Jerusalem may be

Prices at the hostel run to about 56 
to $7 per person. Breakfast is $2, and 
a hot meal $5. When the hotel is open- 
ed, it will cost about $10 per person, 
double occupancy.

Since the launching of his initiative iast November, President 
Sadat has had occasion to be tested through his treatment of in- 
ternal opposition on his search for reconciliation with Israel. He 
did not budge when domestic rejectionists, not waiting.to be 
sacked, resigned in protest as soon as Mr. Sadat made plain to 
them that his policy was a matter of strategy and not merely of 


tactics.
